SIAMESE  PORCELAIN  TOKENS 

by  Owen  C.  McKee 

The  first  tine  I  came  into  association 
with  the  Porcelain  Gambling  Tokens  was  after 
I  visited  with  the  late,  Herb  Rumbaugh  of 
Pella,  la.  It  seems  that  while  doing  a  ten 
in  Thailand  he  managed  to  accumulate  hundreds 
of  different  ones. 

With  Herb's  advice  I  contacted 
Lee  Shin  Song  of  Bangkok,  Thailand.  He  sold 
me  a  hundred  different  pieces  for  a  dollar 
apiece.  Since  then  the  values  have  more  than 
doubled,  and  I  am  still  accumulating. 

The  Siamese  Gambling  Tokens  were  created 
out  of  necessity.  As  gambling  became  more 
and  more  a  recognised  institution  the  bullet 
shaped  small  coins  were  found  to  be  inconvenie 
to  handle.  The  gamblers  squatting  down  on  an 
oblong  mat  at  one  end  had  to  throw  the  coin  to 
the  croupier  who  was  seated  in  a  kneeling 
position  at  the  other.  Needless  to  say,  the 
coin  was  as  likely  to  roll  off  in  the  wrong 
direction  as  the  right  and  created  quite  an 
inconvenience. 

Special  counters  were  introduced  by  the 
gambling  establishment  owners  in  1760.  The 
counters  rapidly  became  a  medium  of  exchange 
and  were  used  extensivly  in  the  region  around 
the  gambling  house.  But,  by  1871  control  by 
the  government  of  these  counters  became  so 
difficult  that  circulation  of  them  was  stopped 
completely.  Thus,  for  110  years  they  were  a 
very  well  accepted  form  of  currency  in  Thailar
